future prosperity. The report of the Ninth ward 
recorded the geneial well-doing of 
the school, but complained of the 
want of pupils, there still room 
for a hundred additional scholars, and recom- 
mendihg that some should de transferred from 
the adjoining c:owded schocis. The trustee from 
the Tenth ward complained that no object or 
phsrical instruction was to be foand in tbe 
tebo I. and desired that the aitention of the 
Sum rintendent be called to the matter. There 
is no lack of attention in the Eleventh-warda 
echools, there being now between 906 and 900 
pupils on the rolis, but not enough desks to 
accommodate them. ‘Trustee of the Twelfth 
ward reported genera! prosperity of the school, 
but that there was a want of room, the teaching 
of German, though earnestly desired, being im- 
possible from lack of accommodation. It being 
reported by the trustee that the school-house on 
seventeen'b, between Bank and Warren streets, 
was to be used to-day as a place of election, and 
‘bata consequent dismissal of the school and 
delecement of tbe building would result 
therefiom, a sfesolution was presented and 
sdopted eutborizing the trustees of the 
Tu em ward to take such action as 
they may deem protrer to prev: nt the holding of 
the election tn said building omin the lot be- 
longing to seme.
